OBVERSE : This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with legend “ uwbt apjtf ” 
inscribed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with'the word “wmr” and on the right upper periphery 
with the word “INDIA”. It shall also bear the denominational value‘TOO” in International numerals flanked 
on the left lower periphery with the word “ ” and on the right lower pheriphery with the word “RUPEES”. 

REVERSE : This face of the coin shall bear the logo of “ILO” in the middle and flanked on the left upper 
periphery with the words “*m to" in Hindi and on the right upper periphery with the words “WORLD OF 
WORK” in English. The figure “1919-1994’ shall be shown below the logo in international numerals, 

(2) FIFTY RUPEES 

OBVERSE : This face of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with legend “nta#* srrd” 
insenoed below, flanked on the left upper periphery with the word” mm ’’and on the right uppei periphery 
with the W'ord “INDTA”. It shall also bear the denominational value “50” in International numerals flanked on 
the left lower periphery with the word “wt” and on the right lower periphery with the word “RUPEES”. 

REVERSE : This face of the coin shall bear the logo of “ILO” in the middle and flnaked on the left upper 
periphery with the words in Hindi and on theright upper periphery withthe words “WORLD OF WORE’* 

in English, The figure “1919-1994” shall be shown below the logo in International numerals. 
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(3) FIVE RUPEES 

OBVERSE: This faco of the coin shall bear the Lion Capital of Ashoka Pillar with legend nnm" 

inscribed below, flanked on the left uppet periphery with the word “ ’’and on the right upper periphery with the 
word “INDIA". / It shall also bear the denominational value “5" in International numerals flanked on the left 
lower periphery with the word “Wr" and on the right I nver oheiphery with the word “RUPEES". 

REVERSE : This face of the cohr shall bear the log' of “ILO" in the middle and flanked on the loft uppet 
periphery with the words “spr-mru" in Hindi and ok the right upper periphery with the words “WORLD OF 
WORK" in English. The figme “1919-1994" shall be shown below the logo in International numeials.
